After the Congregation. had 
been declared open, the Vice- 
Chancellor gave hig address 
from the lectern, ; 

He said: 

What few remarks I propose 
to make today -I should Eke to 
address to our ninety-one new 
graduates; that of course is with 
the hope that’ the rest of you 
will not be completely - disin- 
teresied In what is sald, for I 
beliove, our. subject Is at least 
of some small interest to every- 
-one of you or else you would 
not have taken the trouble to 
come here today at all. 


Your graduands ‘havo _ now 
successfully reached the end of 
your courses in this University i 
and are about ta’ be admitted 
to full graduate membership of 
sur society. I wonder what 
your conception of this Univer- 
slty, or of any University for 
that .matter, really js? = After 
Foul four years with us — for 
some of. you, taking the longer 
courses, It has been six: years-- 
do you look upon the Univer- 
sity in the same way as the 
bus driver does, as the place at 
the end of hig route which not 
only acts as a destination and a 
goal, but at the same time 
provides him with label for his 
bus?_ Do you_now feel you can 
sum it all up by saying “I have 
been to the University, I 
have finished my course and 
here Is my ticket to prove it’? 
Or is the University to you 
something more solid and con- 
crete, o group of buildings 
growing in both size and com- 
plexity, to whose famillar 
classrooms and laboratories, 
ibraries and halls you have be- 
come more or less sentinientally 
attached?

Refugees Chinese Intellectuals 
Incorpornted have financed = the 
appointment of six Chinese Re- 
search Fellows jin our newly 
organised Institute of. Oriental 
Studies, The development of 
this Institute within the last year 
is one of the things of which 
this University, and indeed the 
whole Colony, may well be 
proud; Its work however demands 
a@ very complete Chinese Ibrary 
and ours unfortunately has some 
ominous gaps. It. is essential 
that we must gradually filk these 
gaps and it is therefore with 
more than usual fervour that I 
thank Dr Arthur Woo for . his 
recent donation of two thousand 
nine. hundred and three volumes 
of valuable Chinese books, a fine 
gesture well timed, and a valu- 
able help.to Chinese scholarship. 
Regarding this need for Chinese 
books, a small group of pur 
friends recently determined’ t 
start a fund to enable us to 
purchase essential additions to 
‘our Chinese Library as such 
books became avallable; this 
Chinese Library Fund was start- 
ed by an excellent donation of 
$10,000 from dur ever-ready 
helper Mr Leung. Yew, to whom 
I now offer the University's most 
grateful thanks. 


VALUABLE COLLECTION 


Durlng this year the Fung 
Plng Shan Library has also re- 
ceived a most valuablo and un~ 
usual donation in the form of 
& complete act of the Issues of 
a.Hongkong Chinese dally paper 
the “Wah Tsze Yat Po" or 
“Chinese Mall”, dating from 1894 
to December 1941. The copies 
of this paper from 1864, when St 
was founded, to’ 1894 were un- 
fortunately destroyed by fire in 
that latter year, but the copies 
subsequent, to that date were 
kept by Miss Falth Chun, the 
grand-daughter of the founder 
of. the-paper and ‘in donating
